Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 3-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 3, line 3, "them" is unclear as to which elements the Applicant is referring 
to. In claim 8, line 4, and claim 19, line 6, it appears that the "," after the word 
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"two" should be deleted. In claim 9, line 7, "the fixture" should be changed to - 
the second fixture-. In claim 15, line 4, the phrase "and sized and shaped" is 
unclear as to which elements the Applicant is referring to. In claim 17, lines 1 
and 2, "the shoes" lack prior antecedent basis in the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1, 2, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Johannesson 6,357,387. 

Johannesson teaches an implement for milking animals which is structurally 
similar to the Applicant's claimed apparatus. The device includes a fixture 3a for 
receiving and holding the shell having the liner retained therein. The puller is 
considered to be the pulsator which causes the liner to be alternatingly pulled 
and pushed relative to the shell. As for claim 2, the normal operation of the 
pulsator causes it to move relative to the texture for stretching the liner.

Claims 3-14 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
